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CANCER 

There  are  no  remarks  in  the  district  reports  for  1945  beyond 
the  death  rate. 

The  County  Council  has  made  provision  for  cases  to  obtain 
treatment  on  application  to  the  County  Medical  Oflhcer  of  Health, 
Dolgelley. 

The  Scheme  approved  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  is  as 
under  ; 

COUNTY  OF  MERIONETH 

CANCER  ACT,  1939.  INTERIM  SCHEME 

Arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  of  Merioneth 
(hereinafter  called  the  Council)  to  secure  that  the  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  cancer  are  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  County. 

1.  The  Council  will  provide  all  necessary  facihties  so  that 
every  person  in  the  County  who  is  or  is  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  cancer  may  obtain  advice,  and  that  every 
person  who  is  found  to  be  so  suffering  may  obtain  adequate 
treatment.  In  particular  the  Council  will  provide  the 
facilities  set  out  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

2.  The  Council  will  provide  by  agreement  with  the  Liverpool 
Cancer  Control  Organisation  for  Hospital  treatment,  and, 
where  necessary,  in-patient  accommodation  for  aU  persons 
in  the  County  who  are  suffering  from  Cancer,  and  the 
facilities  required  will  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the 
scheme  of  the  Liverpool  Cancer  Control  Organisation 
already  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

3.  The  Council  will  provide  facilities  for  consultation  including 
both  diagnosis  and  medical  observation  after  treatment 
at  Liverpool  and  at  such  other  places  as  they  may  from 
time  to  time  determine.  They  will  arrange  for  the  atten- 
dance of  consultants  at  these  places  at  such  times  as  may 
be  necessary.  These  facilities  will  be  available  for  persons 
who  are  suffering  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  Cancer. 

4.  The  Council  will  by  agreement  with  the  Liverpool  Cancer 
Control  Organisation  arrange  for  the  examination  of 
pathological  specimens  in  all  cases  where  such  examination 
is  considered  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  diagnosis  or 
treatment.

5.  The  Council  will  in  such  cases  as  they  consider  necessary 
pay  all  or  any  of  the  travelling  expenses  (including  the 
travelling  expenses  of  a companion)  reasonably  incurred 
by  persons  for  the  purpose  of  availing  themselves  of  the 
services  provided  under  these  arrangements. 

6.  The. Council  will  arrange  through  the  Liverpool  Cancer 
Control  Organisation  for  records  to  be  kept  in  such  form 
as  the  Minister  of  Health  may  from  time  to  time  approve, 
of  treatment  provided. under  these  arrangements  and  its 
results,  and  will  send  such  records,  or  copies  thereof,  to 
any  person  for  the  time  being  designated  by  the  Minister. 

7.  The  Council  will  by  such  means  as  appear  desirable  give 
such  publicity  to  these  arrangements  as  they  may  think 
necessary  for  bringing  them  to  the  notice  of  persons  to 
whom  they  may  apply. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities  : 


Both  the  County  Council  and  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities 
have  arrangements  whereby  throat  swabs  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  water  supplies  are  undertaken  by  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratories  which  were  established  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  in  1939  ; one  laboratory  is  at  Conway  and  the 
other  . is  at  Aberystwyth. 

It  is  hoped  they  will  function  permanently. 


Ambulance  Facilities  : 


For  N on-infectious  : cases 


The  two  hospitals  at  Blaenau  Festiniog  and  Towyn  have 
their  own  ambulance. 

Bala  and  Penllyn  districts  possess  an  ambulance  stationed 
at  Bala,  as  also  Edeyrnion  Council  the  ambulance  being  stationed 
at  Cor  wen.

Deudraeth  Rural  District  Council  in  conjunction  with  Port- 
madoc  Council,  have  an  ambulance  which  is  stationed  at  Cooke.s 
Explosive  Works,  Penrhyndeudraeth. 

Dolgelley  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  with  Barmouth  Urban 
Council  have  obtained  an  ambulance  which  is  stationed  at 
Dolgelley. 


For  Infectious  CasM  : 


The  ambulance  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  these 
cases  is  available  in  any  part  of  the  County. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home  : 


In  Merioneth  this  is  carried  out  by  18  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tions who  employ  State  Registered  Nurses,  Queen’s  Nurses  and 
“ village  ” nurses  and  /or  independent  Mid  wives  each  of  whom 
is  a State  Registered  Midwife. 

All  these  Local  Associations  are  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association.  The  duties  imposed  upon  the  County  Council  under 
the  Midwives  Act,  1946,  are  delegated  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association  and  two  relief  Midwives  are  provided. 

The  County  Council  makes  an  annual  grant  to  the  County 
Nursing  Association  for  these  services  ; other  grants  are  made 
to  the  District  Associations  for  other  services  rendered  to  the 
County  Council  and  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association 
for  work  carried  out  for  that  body. 

The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  is  Mrs.  Eleanor  Owen,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.,  who 
also  acts  as  County  Superintendent  of  general  nursing. 


Ante  Natal  and  Post  Natal  Clinics  : 

These  clinics  are  carried  on  with  regularity  and  are  held  at 
the  three  Cottage  Hospitals  of  the  County  once  every  six  weeks. 

For  cases  from  Bala,  Penllyn  and  Edeyrnion,  special  arrange- 
ments are  made  with  the  Consulting  Obstetric  Officer  after  con- 
sultation with  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Consultant  Obstetric  Officer  is  Mr.  J.  Gardfener  Wielev 
F.R.C.S.  (Eng.)  ^ 


Eight  clinics  were  held  in  1945,  and  in  addition  cases  were 
seen  by  Mr.  Wigley  at  Chester  by  arrangements  specially  made. 


Venereal  Diseases  : 


A tr^tment  centre  has  been  established  at  the  Caernarvon- 
shire and  Angelsey  Infirmary,  Bangor,  by  the  County  Councils 
01  .Anglesey,  Caernarvon  and  Merioneth  jointly. 


The  Centre  is  opened  for  male  patients  Tuesdays  2 to  5 
and  for  female  patients  Friday,  2 to  6 p.m. 


p.m., 
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Patients  can  also  be  seen  at  any  official  centre  in  the  country. 

Outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  can  be  obtained  free 
of  charge  by  any  medical  practitioner  in  the  County  on  application 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dolgelley. 

Specimens  should  be  sent  to  the  Pathologist,  the  Thompso^ 
Yates  Laboratory,  The  University,  Liverpool,  and  should  reach 
the  laboratory  on  a Thursday  in  any  week. 

Information  with  reference  to  the  scheme  can  be  obtained 
from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

MEDICAL  AID 


State  certified  Midwives  are  required  under  the  regulations 
to  call  to  their  aid  a registered  medical  practitioner — 

“in  aU  cases  of  illness  of  the  patient  or  child  or  of  any  ab- 
normahty  occurring  during  pregnancy,  labour,  or  lying  in 
if  it  is  a case  under  the  oare  of  the  certified  midwife' oidy,” 
and  the  notification,  on  forms  provided  should  be  sent  to  the 
Local  Supervising  Authority  as  soon  as  possible,  but  within 
24  hours  at  latest. 


Fees  in  accordance  Avith  a scale  drawn  up  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  are  paid  to  a doctor  called  in  as  above  by  a certified 
midwife,  but  the  County  Council  has  power  to  recover  the  fee 
from  the  person  liable  to  maintain 'the  patient.  '
